half from tho wreck. At 1 pan. on the 
aame day thie Namea sighted a Chinese gun- 
boat at anchor at Hnitin Chin, but was un- 
able to communicate. Owing to the atrong 
gale blowingand the heavy sea the Namoaan- 
chored atthe Tower Rocks, wheresho remain- 
eduntildaylight the following morning, whon, 
finding that the weather showed no signs of 
modorating, she proceeded to Foochow, 
attiving ‘there ot half-past one the same 
day (10th). The following. afternoon bho 
left Foochow, end roturncd to the 
wreck with Captain Fryer, and Captain 
J.C. Saunders, Lloyds Surveyor at Foo- 
chow, on board, but on teaching the spot 
where the wreck was supposed to lave been 
they found it had disappenred. At o 
quarter past five next morning (12th), two 
boats were lowored; and after two hours’ 
search the wrock wus. discovered by the 
stump of tho standard pole compass, towhich 
the boats were made fast. Tho ship is now 
apparently broken in two, and lies in about 
five or aix fathoms of water. Its, position 
is at the cast end of the Long Yit, ond is) 
abont the same place ag the MWicliffe 
struck. As nothing could be done in 
tho way of salvage the Namoa procecded to 
Amoy, which place'Captain Fryer left in the 
gunboat Zdiy on Sunday last to return to 
the wreck, The ship went on shore stom 
firat during the forenoon of Monday, the 
Zth instant, while the'Chineso pilot was in 
charge. At the time the wind was blowing 
atrong from tho N.E., but Captain Fryer 
» ascribes the accident to the fact that the 
rock was not on his chart, aptain Fryer 
succceded in landing s nuuber of the crew 
and passengers.on one of the islands, and-ulsv 
a supply of provisions ; but the natives, 
who wers in targe nunthers, forefbly carried 
off overything that waa sont on shore, .took 
tho riflo which the Captain had armed him-

Local and Indian Parcel Post. 


1, Small Parcels may be aunt by Post 
at Book Rates between Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Offices in China, as well 
as tov Jupan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon and India. They must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 fect 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than Sibs., nor be smaller than 3'in, by 2 
in. Such parcels may be wholly olosed 
if they bear this special endorsement, 
Parcel, CONTAINING No Letrer, but any 
parcel may be opened by direction of the 

ostmastor General. In the Case of Parcels 
for India a declaration of contents and 
value is required, a printed form for which 
is supplio gratis. The Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulzory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufticiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (as bandboxes, 
&c.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dyestutls, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatover is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit. ! 

3. Parcels are as a general rulo forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Pocket. To India they are forwarded by 
the P. & O, und Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P. & QO. only. No respon- 
sibility is accepted with regard to any 
parcel, unless Registered, and then only to 
the amount of $10. 


4. The pubiic aro cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Ewrope, &., which aces not exist.
